them comes willi the authority of the 
BritUIi Medical Journal, and is therefore 
probably trustworthy. The gonuinene3s of 
tho disease is positively staled. The case 
was treated at the Chelmsford Infirmary, 
bnt tho course of treatment is not given. 
As it is said that no well authenticated In- 
stance of recovery from genuine hydropho- 
bia has been heretofore known, thia case 
will be eilremely inlereslini; to tha medi- 
cal profession, und full details of Ihe reme- 
dies used will doubtless bo furnished for 
some of tho professional journal?. Another 
caso of recovery from tbe same disease is 
reported from Ituijsia. and of this more par- 
ticulars are given. The patient was a girl 
12 years oij, who had been bitten ia Ihe 
hand by a mad dog. 
Tha wound was im- 


mediately cauterized with nitrite of silver, 
and healed readily. 
In 17 days aymplorus 


of hydrophobia appeired. The subsequent 
treatment is thus described : "The doctors 
prescribed Inhalation, of throe cubic feet of 
oiygcn. The effect was immediate, and in 
Uo hours find a half Iho patient was quil« 
cr.lru. Two days after fresh symptoms of 
lie malady occurred (difficulty of swallow, 
ing and breathing, convulsions, etc,) A 
fresh inhalation of oxygen for f"> minutes 
again counteracted these. There rem«in*d 
only H slight difficulty in breathing, and Ihis 
was overcome by means of monobromide of 
camphor, Ihe use of which was conlinueil 
for three weeks. The girl recovered perfect 
heaUh,with the eiceplion of having aphonia 
-n innrUd consequence of dlpMlinrls."
